Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
ISO",”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  T.ine : the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal.  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  : the  granting  of  a right  of 
Perry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, —

01.  All  I’rivate  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  tlie 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : — Special 
giounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.

rnilE  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  date  19th 
.1.  Alay,  1909,  states  that  W.  A.  Raiinic,  Esi]., 
of  the  City  of  \’ancouvcr,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Coluiubia,  contractor,  has  aiiplied  to  imrchase, 
subject  to  conditions  of  reclamation,  certain 
Dominion  lands,  situated  in  that  [lortion  of  the 
District  of  New  Westminster,  in  the  Dominion 
Itailway  Belt,  in  the  I’roviuce  of  British  Columbia, 
known  as  the  Pitt  River  xMeadows,  and  being  por- 
tions of  Townshiiis  40  and  -±2,  east  of  the  Coast 
Aleridlan,  as  set  out  in  the  accompanying  schedule 
marked  "A,”  and  comprising  approximately  0,821.2 
acres.  The  application  in  Question  is  made  with 
the  view  of  carrying  out  by  a system  of  dyking 
and  draining,  the  reclamation  of  these  lands,  and

the  completion  of  each  scheme  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  other  conditions  as  set  out  herein,  the  said 
W.  A.  Ilannie  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  patents 
for  the  reclaimed  land  included  in  that  scheme,  but 
the  payment  at  the  said  rate  of  .i!1.50  per  acre,  for 
such  lauds  as  may  be  included  in  the  reclaimed 
area  of  the  said  scheme,  shall  accompany  the  appli- 
cation for  patent : 

(G. ) If  upon  the  receipt  of  the  plans,  profiles 
and  estimates  of  costs,  as  set  out  in  condition  (1), 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  finds  that  lands  con- 
tained in  the  said  schedule,  should  not,  in  his 
opinion,  be  properly  included  in  the  said  scheme, 
he  may,  upon  giving  the  applicant  sixty  days’ 
notice  thereof,  withdraw  such  lauds  from  the  opera- 
tions of  this  Order: 


(7.)  The  applicant  to  have  made,  at  his  own 
expense,  by  a duly  authorised  Dominion  Lands 
Surveyor,  under  instructions  from  the  Surveyor- 
General  and  subject  to  his  approval,  any  surveys 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the  said 
scheme : 

(S. ) The  reservation  of  lands  now  made  is  sub- 
ject to  the  legal  and  equitable  claims  of  actual 
settlei’s,  who  may  be  found  to  be  in  occupation  of 
the  same,  at  the  date  hereof,  and  such  actual 
settlers  are  to  be  held  to  be  entitled  to  such  con- 
sideration as  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  deem 
advisable,  without  reference  to  any  claim  of  the 
said  W.  A.  Raunie,  under  the  reservation  now 
proi)osed  to  be  made.
